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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

In addition, reference to the title and "fig.2" should be removed.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 
appears to be a preamble without a claim body. The claim should be amended in such a 
way as to show a preamble and a body. In addition, the claim recites only a single step 
of decoding. However, such step is not recited in combination with any other step(s). 
Note that method claims should set forth a series of steps in the active tense in an 
instruction-like manner thereby reciting an actual method. If correction is not made in 
the next office action, a rejection under 112 may exist. The same comment applies to 
claims 2-9. 

Claim 1 , line 5, "the/said" should be inserted before "method". 

Claim 5, recites a device includes a decoder. However, the claim does not recite 
any other element(s) in combination to with the decoder. Line 5, "the/said" should be 
inserted before "device". 

Claims 7 and 8, recite means plus function language while the base claim recites 
non-means plus function language. The claim should be amended to either recites 
"means plus function language" or "non-means plus function language". If applicant 
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elects to use "means plus function language" the corresponding element must be 
identified in the drawing. 

Claim 9, line 4, "the/said" should be inserted before "telecommunication". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "likelihood output 
values" generated by the symbol decoder and the "bit likelihood values " provided to 
the symbol decoder (not shown in fig. 1) as recites in claim 2 and 6, "filtering means" as 
recited in claims 7 and 8, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-2, 5-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Chan et al US Patent No. 7,095,812. 

As per claim 1, Chan et al teaches a method and apparatus fig. 5 for decoding at 
least one signal transmitted by means of at least one antenna fig. 1 and received by 
means of at least one antenna 503, which method includes a symbol decoding step 
(carried out by 504 and 502) see col. 2, lines for producing at least one estimated 
symbol representative of at least one transmitted symbol carried by the received signal, 
method characterized in that the symbol decoding step (carried out by 504 and 502) is 
executed by producing an estimation of at least one symbol with respect to which 
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estimation the transmitted symbol features a minimum mean square error see col. 2, 
lines 28-34. 

As per claim 2, Chan et al further teaches the symbol decoding step is further 
intended to provide likelihood output values intended to be used in the course of 
execution of a bit decoding step, which bit decoding step is intended to provide a 
feedback signal "bit likelihood values" intended to be used in the course of execution of 
the symbol decoding step (carried out by 504 and 502) inherently as a priori likelihood 
input values. See fig. 5 and col. 2, lines 32-35. 

As per claims 5 and 6 see claims 1 and 2 above in addition, the claimed "symbol 
decoder" corresponds to elements 504 and 502 and the claimed "bit decoder" 
corresponds to "MAP decoder 509" of Chan et al see col. 8, lines 52-62. 

As per claim 9, a telecommunication system fig. 1 is disclosed by Chan et al 
comprising at least one transmitter 200 for transmitting a signal by means of at least 
one antenna and at least one receiver 300 or 500 for receiving said signal via at least 
on antenna see fig. 1 or fig. 5 and comprising the device recited in claim 6 see fig. 5.

7. Claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
